The Attorney-General Decides How Mail 
Officers May Travel, 
WASHINGTON, March 29.—On the 2!st instant 
the postmaster-general solicited from the at- 
torney-general an opinion upon questions 
whether here be anything in 
the act of February 4th, 1857, 
act to regulate} commerce 
which prohibits the practice of receiving passes 
by employes heretofore prevailing in this de- 
partment and if in any particular act prohibits 
a continuance by tfailroad companies of the 
practice of transporting postal employes free of 
charge as heretofore, in what degree and by 
what limitations. Upon receiving the reply of 
the attorney-gencral,the postmaster-genera! is- 
sued a circular ressed to the division 
superintendents, inspec‘ors and other officials 
and ewploy«s of the railway mail serv.cs. 
This circular embodies the substance of both 
the letter of inquiry and reply and is as fol- 


lows : 

The attention of the department has been invi- 
ted by oflicers of many railroad companies to the 
interstate commerce act with the inquiry how far 
those provisions, which they bave deemed restric- 
tive of free travel, affect persons or employes of 
the postal service. Tae correspondence has al- 
most universally contained expres- 
sions of willingness to continue the 
facilities heretofore afforded unless such 
course be in contravention of law. In order to 
obtain a satisfactory exposition of the point, the 
opinion of the attorney general was solicited 
whether there be anything in the act which pro- 
hibits the practice heretofore prevailing. The at- 
torney general's opinion, which has been farnish- 
ed to the pres- at length, is that the interstate act 
does not affect the postal service, but is in the reg- 
niation of commerce ouly, and he concludes as 
follows: 

“As the act does not include the mail service in 
its provisions, none of the lawful customary and 
necessary instrumentalities by which that service 
is contained are subjected to law. Among 
the lawful, customary and/necessary instrumentai- 
ities for the efficient, consistent and successful con- 
duct of the service, the Spostoffice department is 
authorized by law to send officers, agents and 
clerks o1 the government to take chargeof. protect 
and distribute mails and to search for and investi- 
gaie errers, frauds or crimes relatingtothem, The 
persons thus employed, when in the actual line of 
duty, or when in pursuance thereof, going to or re- 
turning from their places of residence whilein the 
performance of service, or to or from their 
assigned line of dutyin the ordinary and custo- 
mary course of service, should be regarded as in 
the performance of an official duty, and unaffected 
by the provisions of the act.” 

This authoritative interpretation relieves all the 
railroad companies employed in carrying mails 
trom any risk of violation of the statute by a con- 
tinuance of the courteous methods of intercourse 
and business her< age we between the 
department and the railroad companies. It 
should, pe. haps, be added, by way of information, 
that the transportation given to inspectors upon 
a commission of the department and to postal 
clerks in the line of their duty, is not free travel, 
but by the law and regulations constitutes a part of 
the service paid forin mileage and compensation to 
railroad carriers. Inspectors andipostal clerks who 
may be required by any mail contractor to pay fare 
when traveling on official duty, will take a receipt 
forthe same and report facts to the department 
that the amount may be deducted from the ¢arrier’s 
compensation, according to long established 
usuage.

STUDY OF THE EARTHQUAKE. 


An Important Paper to be Read to the Na- 


tional Academy. 

WASHINGTON. March 29.—Captain Clarence 
EK. Dulton, chief of the bureau of volcanic 
geology, of the geological survey, will read a 
paper at the next meeting of the National 
academy, which takes place the third week in 
April, embodying the results of a study of an 
imomense mass data upon the Charleston 
earthquake. e does not propose going 
beyond well proven facts as to 
the nature, origin and influence 
of Seismic phenomena, but he believes that the 
material in band will, when fully worked up, 
add much tothe mass of buman knowledge 
regarding the disturbancer, rate of motion of 
the earth,graves and kindred points, of scicn- 
tific interest and that it will be especially val- 
uable in suggestions for observations and the 
study of future phenomena. 

The adyvince made latterly in respect to the 
knowledge of earthquake phenomena may be 
ilustrated by a single point. The recorded 
rate of the motion of earthquakes of history 
varies from 300 to 990 meters per second. Tie 
cata npon the Charleston disturbance proves 
conclusively that the earth waves traveled 
between four and five thousand meters a sec- 
ond, while French journals at hand containing 
observations upon the Kivera shocks give rates 
almostas high. Itis not to be supposed that 
modern earthquakes are more energetic than 
their predecessors, but it is certain that mod- 
ern methods andfopportunities give safer resalts

MR. GLADSTONE’S ‘GREAT SPEECH 
IN PARLIAMENT. 


He Shows the Weakness of the Government in Their 
Efforte to Subjagate Ireland--The Coercion 
Messure Denounced on all Sides--The 
Bill to be Modified, Ete, Bic 


Lonpon, March 29.—In the house of com- 
mons today Mr. Gladstone resumed debate on 
the Irish crimival law amendment bill. He 
was loudly cheered when he arose. He said 
that in an issue so grave, the proposals so ex- 
treme as those now put fo'th by the govern- 
ment required ample time for consideration. 
He found himself bound to support Mr. Par- 
neli’s amendment because the ground upon 
which Mr. Balfour based the government's 
case was absolutely insuiflicient and unsati;fac- 
tory. The government's bill, instead of being 
a cure for Irish ill, or even palliative, was a 
measure that would aggravate the deepoit 
sated and worst disorders. 

“With this coercion bill,” exclaimed Mr. 
Gladstone, “the prospects of conciliation have 
vanished intothin air. The government in- 
tend to exclude the land bill, which was the 
main recommendation of the commission 
which has just completed an exhaustive inyes- 
tigation of the Irish trouble. Nothing remains 
but the figuro of cocrcion—bare, bold and 
gaunt—alas, too familiar. The right horox- 
ble chief secretary for Ireland has attempted 
to excuse the proposals on the ground 
that crime in Ireland during the last three 
years has increased, but he has followed an 
unusual course in refraining from giving the 
houre official information proving his allega- 
tions. Statistics of crime in Ireland was 
against the government. Take for instance the 
giving of threatening letters. In 1585 432 such 
letters were received. That hardly furnished 
ground for asking parliament to assent to the 
extreme measure of coercion. 

Other cases of crime amounted, in 1585, to 
512 andin 1886 to 517. [Opposition cheers, ] 
This increase was described as the main reason 
for the extreme demands of the government. 
lf Mr. Balfour had farther private information, 
let him+tpeak. It was the first time he (Glad- 
stone) knew Of anonymous assertions being 
imposed upon parliament in support of a de- 
mand for healdation. [Cheers.]| Here he re- 
ferred in detail to cases adduced by Mr, Bal- 
four, of league tyrany over persons. 

Continuing, he said that boycotting was bad 
enough, but it was not confined to the nation- 
alists. He knew of a Protestant clergyman 
who had been depeived of his living because 
be was a home ruler. Continual allusion had 
been made to previous liberal coercion pro- 
porals. In 188!, when his government pro- 
posed coercion, the ground was the agitation 
existing. Wherever he went he was dogged 
by crime. For the present bill there was no 
such excuse. 

A demand was made upon the house to com- 
mit the most formidable breach of trust thata 
popular assembly could perpetrate, to relax the 
conditions upon which alone parliament saould 
sanction a change in the criminal law in order 
that the law might fall with increased strin- 
gency upon a particular portion of the queen's 
subjects. The opposition would insist upom 
having the fullest opportunity to examine the 
provisions of the bill. Every Irish and every 
English member should have the fullest scope 
for presenting bis views [cheers} and for sift- 
ing and scrutinizing the extreme proposals of 
the government among its most insulting and 
exasperating preporcals--the worst ever saub- 
mitted to parliament—was the provision that 
Irish trials be held in London. He had never 
known sucha blow at the national feeling of 
Ireland, 

The government could have devised nothing 
more likely to aggravate every existing evil. 
Asiothe permanent duration ofthe bill the 
proposias made one’s blood boil. To establish 
what was formerly only atemporary ramedy 
as a permanent rule of existence for society im 
Ireland, would putthe brand of inferiority 
upon Ireland forever, recognizing as a fixed 
principle that force was the remedy. ‘The les- 
son of many years showed that foree was no 
remedy. Since the election of 1885, siace the 
bulk of the liberals had judged thatit was 
both right and safe to grant home ruls, Ireland 
had becn free from crime and outrage, a condi- 
tion long unknown? Why wasthis’ It was 
because the Irish people knew that the large — 
though unsufliciently large—body of liberals 
had adopted their interests and would abide by 
them tothe last. [Cheers.} 

If the hberals acceeded to the appeais of the 
government the result would be retrogression. 
The Irish people would return to a state of 
things which liberal efforts had 
already partly remedied. So long 
as Ireland continued in her present course of 
moderation, so long would the liberals be 
bound to persevere in their endeavors to assist 
her. The time would seon come when to many 
now supporting the cause of Ireland would be 
added many more; when deplorable propo- 
sals, such as those of the government, could no 
more be associated with the name of Ireland, 
and when it would be seen that-in doing what 
they could nowto serve the Irish cause they 
were also serving the cause of the wide em- 
pire of Great Britain. [Prolonged cheering]. 

Mr. Go:chen taunted Mr. Gladstone with his 
alliance with the National league. He asked 
him how be would continue to meet the 
league’s constantly increasing demand until an 
absolute separation should be completed. 
Everybody but the allies of the league con- 
sidered the stateof Ireland to be intolerable, 
The government would be disgraced if it re 
frained from frustrating the efforts of the 
enemies of the existing laws and opponents of 
whatever remedial measures the governmant 
might propose. He regretted the absence from 
Mr. Gladstone’s speech of any condemnation 
of Trish crime or Yyiolent language of 
Irish sgitators. The liberal leader rather sug- 
gested a defense of those crimes. The govern- 
ment based their case upon the notorious fail- 
ure of the administration of justice. The proper 
administration of laws constituted the safety 
of individuals, and was the only true guarantee 
of life and liberty. 

Here he read extracts from a judge's charges 
on the difficulties attending the administration 
of the laws. He asked whether this evidence, 
though not statistical, should be disregarded. 
Was it not well known that jurers werein 
danger of their lives? Were not individual 
jurors held up to odium by the public press? 
He deplored Mr, Gladsténe’s allusions to boy- 
cotting. Sucha way of treating crime would 
be’ understood by ignorant people as a justifi- 
cation of crime. ‘Fhere were miseries inflicted 
under boycotting that were outrages upon civy- 
ilization, such as no government should toler- 
ate, Mr. Gladstone had spoken of a breach of 
trust. The government also had a trust to 
which it was their duty to be true—a trust 
that had been placed in their hands by the 
country—to restore the authority of the 
queen, respect for judges, and the liberty of 
all classes of society. [Cheers.] 

COMMENT ON GLATSTONE’S SPEECH. 

Mr. Gladstone’s speech is widely commented 
upon as an eflective exposure of the feebleness 
of the government’s reasons for demanding 
coercion. The strength-of his reasoning is 
admitted by the conservatives, and is felt 
keenly by the unionist liberals, more of whom 
threatened to secede unless the coercion bill be 
reduced to simple provisions against boycotting 
and the plan of campaign. The conservatives 
talk of dropping the proposals relating to the 
transfer of jury trials, especially since unioa- 
ist papers in the provinces declare them to be 
unbearable, 

Mr. Gladstone renewed his defiance of the

THREE PRIESTS IN PRISON. 


Father Slattery Arrested—Excitement in 
Dublin. 

DvuB.LIN, March 29.—Father Ryan, of Her- 
bertetown, branch ofthe National league. pre- 
sented himself today before Justice Boyd, of 
the bankruptcy court. He persisted in his re- 
fusal to tell the court what he new about the 
doings of tenants in his parish respecting the 
trusteeing @f their rents under the plan of 
campaign, and was condemned to prison. 

When Father Ryan emerged from the court 
a prisoner, he was met by a multitude of citi- 
yeus. They numbered many thousands, and 
cheered thé priest with enthusiastic and pro- 
longed applause, and then followed him in pro- 
cession to the jail, making his tour a trium- 
phal one. A number of prominent men took 
part in the procession, and among the more 
conspicuous Were Lord Mayor Sullivan and 
Archbishop OGroke. 

Father Slattery was also summoned by Judge 
Boyd to give similar information to that de- 
manded of Father Ryan. He likewise refused 
and was also ordered to prison. Both priests 
were removed to jail in a cab. The people hooted 
and jeered the police in attendance on the cab 
and for a while refused to permit it to pro- 
ceed. A disturbance ensued and the police, 
who are montnted, rode with drawn swords 
upon the erowd and cleared a lane for the cab. 

Mr. O’Brien, editor of United Ireland, also 
followed the prisoners to jail. He, with the 
lord mayor and Archbishop Coke, rodein the 
lord mayor’s carriage. The mob threatened 
the police along the whole route, and the scenes 
at times was very exciting. 

A NATIONAL LEAGUE MEETING, 

Michael Davitt, speaking at a meeting of the 
National league at Dablin, tonight, said the 
yery stringency of the Balfour measure ap- 
peared to him te be a a favorable feature.

The Irish people 
had gone thropgh similar trials before as those 
they would to endure should the proposed 
coercion law be adopted. 

‘‘When Balfour shall have had experience in 
the results ” gaid Mr. O'Brien, “he 
will find a plant bed much more tron le than 
the bed of the chief secretary of Irelan1.”’ 

Lonpon, March 30.— William O'Brien, editor 
of United Ireland, in a speech made at Dablin 
Jast night, said that if the evictions on Lord 
Landsdowne’s estate did] not cease, he 
and Kilbride, who was the principal tenant on 
his lordship’s Inggacurran estate, and who was 
recentiy evicted, would visit Canada and begin 
av agitation with a view to having Lord Laus- 
downe ousted from the palace at Ottawa.

500 and often 1,000 per cent over last year. These

© paying reguiar bills for articles purchased from

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A STORY OF SECRET REGULATION 
IN MISSOURI. 

Law-Abiding Citizens Raided and Whipped at Mid- 
night—Murdered by the Band -A Secret Oath— 
Origin of the Bal4 Knobdbers— 

The Weird Initiation Scenes. 


OzaRK, Mo., March 27.—After the excite- 
ment of a week Ozark enjoys a quiet deeper 
than the ordinary Sabbath quiet in a country 
town. As withmen who go through great 
dangers and appreciate them only after they 
have passed, so itis with communities. The 
anticipation of a rescue of the imprisoned 
Bald Knobbers, the new arrests and confes- 
sions, the transformation of the courthouse 
ffnd jail into an arsenal, and the preparations 
for a siege, kept the minds of the inhabitants 
of Ozark busy.

Most of them were 
completely worn out by the excitement of the 
days previous.

WHIPPING TIMBER AGENTS,

land or land owned by parties other than those 
by whom they were employed, It is necessary 
to have agents tO watch and prevent this. 
Several of these agents who have interfered in 
these matters have been whipped and told to 
leave the country. The Bald Knobbers have 
even threatened lawyers engaged by the land 
and timber corporations to protect their inter- 
ests. At a raid last Ju'y Bald Knobbers 
broke into the whisky shops of James R. 
Rhodes and Russell McCauley, turned all 
their whisky out on the _ ground, 
smashed up the fixtures and biiliard tables. 
The whipping of Green Walder, in Linden 
township, in August last, marked the northern 


| limit of the regulators’ work. They gave him 


ha)f a dozen lashes, and while he was smarting 


| order the blows gave him a lecture instructing 


him to reform. Inthe story to the oflicers of 


| the Jaw, Walker said: 


“It was —— good advice, but I didn’t like to 


| take it from that kind of a crowd. 


He was warned not to be seen again north of 


| Finley. Another man whose wife died and 
| who hired a housekeeper to attend to his house 
_ and children on Sloan Creek, was called upon, 


dragged ont and given half a dozen lashes and 
lectured upon the ground that he was creating 
public scandal and disgracing the memory of 
his dead wife, He discharged the houseekeper 
immediately. 

©. O, Simmons, the preacher, was called ont 
and thrashed for wife-beating befure he joined 
the organization and weat out improving the 
nature of other people. 

In October Green Walker was terribly beaten 


_ by the Bald Knobbers and given till daylight 


to leave town. He has never since been heard 
of. This event was made a feature in a war 
in the Baptist church at Smyror, and came 
very near disintegrating that body of worship- 
pers through charges being preferred against 
some member for; being of the crowd that 
whipped Walker. 

Then again they called upon Rhodes,a li- 
quor dealer at Chadwick, and began firing into 
bis house until the walls were perforated and 
the wonder was that Rhodes and his wife were 
not killed. 

WHIPPED ON THE TRACK. 

Whipvings were a nightly occurrence from 
this time on, and some very interesting scenes 
are told ofthe proceedings of the Bald Knob- 
bere in thisline. One nightthey met three 
unkpown men walking along the road near 
Chadwick, presented guns at their heads and 
ordered them to move fest, then to stop, then 
to move fast again. They had lots of fan with 
the terror-stricken wretches, and finally when 
they were all standing still the commander of 
the Knobbers said: 

“Now, any of you fellcews whoever stole 
anything ron like ——.” 

One of the poor devils started off on the dead 
run. This was regarded as a plea of guilty, 
and he was overtaken and very soandly 
thrashed by the gang. 

Atuatrialofa man for attempting to shoot 
a Bald Knobber in November, there was a 
great commotion, the defendant pleading and 
proving that oe had been: threatened by said 
Bald Knobber. The jury of six stood three to 
three, and the three for conviction were imme- 
diately set down as Bald Knobbers. Oae of 
these was H. L. Hale, who has since been 
elected justice, and who, as related, has been 
called upon by the respéctable citizens two re- 
sign, some of the recently arrested Bald Kaob- 
bers, stating that he was a captain of one of 
the “legions” into which the order is divided 

A visit was paid to the house of George 
Edens some time before the last visitin which 
he and his friend Charles Green were killed, a 
week ago Friday night. Tne killing of these 
two onarmed men while they were being 
dragg«d from their bed in the presence of their 
wives and the attempted decapitation of old 
man Edens with an ax, was a crime which 
cast all others in the shade and aroused good 
citizens to a realization of what was coming if 
Bald Knobbery was not made an end of quickly, 

BREAKING DOWN THE GANG. 

The arrests followed then in rapid succes- 
sion, end no Jess than five men have confessed 
to their part in the whippings and the killiag, 
and the result shows that some men of quite 
good standing, who joined the order from good 
motives, haye been Jed into criminal acta. 

The exact strength of the Bald Knobber: can 
not be ascertained, thongh Mr. Edens cliims 
that Bud Ray, oveof the men st preseat in 
jail bere for the murder of his son, threatened 
to have forty guns at his breast on the oc%a- 
sion of a trifling dispute. The chief of the 
Baid Kvobbere, George Walker, hid

power in this county, and througn the coun- i 
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ties of Taney, Douglas, Christian and 
Captain N. N. Kinney is almost @ king. 

a powerful fellow, who has made speeches 
proclaiming himself a Bald Knot 

vocating the necessity of an order to back up 
the courts or to act when the 
courts are powerless to prevent 
thieving, keeping lewd women, 

He advocated Jynch law at Sparta, in this 
county, a short time ago, it is said, declaring 
proudly that he had attended the hanging of 
six men in one night in Colorado, “ it 
waen’t a good night for hangings, either.” He 
has killed his man, was superintendent of a 
Sunday school in Taney county when he did 
it, eerved in the union army, is unquestionably 
brave and possessed of great personal -magne- 
tism. His power is so great that on one occa- 
sion he marched out 1,500 Bald Knobbers in 
Teney county to have them reviewed by sec- 
retary of State McGrath. 

The method of whipping men as explained 
by members of the society who have weaxened 
is interesting. 

A TYPICAL RAID. 

They meet at a certain place and proceed te 
the house which they have marked for what 
they term a,‘‘visit.” With rail:oad ties, to be 
used as battering rams, they can force ina 
door at cne blow, and they generally force 
both front and rear doors to prevent their 
victim’s escape. He is generally found in bed 
and dragged out, no matter what the weather. 
He finds himself surrounded by a mob of men, 
who, while they keep up the most unearthly 
howling and dancing, flash dark lanterns upon 
him. Every man in the mob has his face cov- 
ered with a mask. This mask is just a black 
bag with boles cut in it for the eyes and nose, 
and thee holes fripged with red. On the top 
are two borns made of finger-bags stuffed with 
cotton, and from these horns hang red tassels. 
What a spectacle they present tothe terror-

ient tree, and “histed up” a couple of times 
til] s]Imost choked, and then he is beaten with 
hickory or sycamore switches, every blow of 
which cutsio thebone. He is left then to the 
eare of his frightened family, andthe Bald 
Knobbers, having enjoyed their visit, go home. 
Occasionally the chief of the gang delivers an 
«ddress tothe victim, the purport of which 
generally isthathe had better not talk about 
3ald Knobbers, or get ont of the coantry, 
THE AWFUL OATH, 

Bald Knobbers are bound by an oath not to 
reveal anything connected with the organiza 
tion, toobey the captain or leader in auything 
he may direct. This oath is taken in some 
lonely spot in the wocds, on the top of some 
steep knob or in an old cave at midnight. Ile 
stands in the middle of a circle of Bald Knol- 
bers, all with their masks on and guns in their 
hands. Over his head the limb ofa tree 
stretches, and on that limb a rope hangs 
down. A loop is made at one end, and the 
others pull at the other end until the rope al- 
most strapgles him. Then standing on his 
tiptoes, with his right hand held up straight, 
with his left hand over his heart, and with a 
eccked shotgun at his breast, he swears never 
to divulge and always keep the secrets of the 
order, to obey the orders of the leaders at any 
and all times, in any and all things, failing in 
which he hopes he may be killed dead by the 
most horrible methods, and then the circle of 
masked brethren repeat the words, “ Dead, 
dead, dead,” and he is given the hand of fel- 
lowsbip. 

The legion to which the greater number of 
thore arrested last week belonged, met and 
initiated members in a deserted smelter, 
down near Chadwick, a fire being built in 
the center of the place, and the members 
standing around it in a circle. 

A SPECIAL TERM ORDERED. 

SPRINGFILD, Mo., March 29.—At the solici- 
tation of the authorities and citizens of Chfis- 
tian coupty, Judge W. BD.

Hill vs. The John P. King Manufacturing Com- 
pany. Complaint, from Richmond. Con- 
tracts. Written Instraments. Evidence. 
Witness. Construction. (Before Judge 
Roney.) 

Bleckley, C. J.—1. The written contract be- 
tween the parties is ambiguous in respect to 
the part the plaintiff stipulated to take in the 
matter of purchasing machinery, the ambiguity 
being lodged in these expressions: ‘Details of 
machinery for builders of same & purchase 
Machinery placed in plans, with driving. Ad- 
vice and information as to purchase, products 
for mannfacture & any assistance of the kind 
useful. Mutual understanding in matters of 
discretion & correspondence wo required ex- 
tent. Ajl advanteges of every kind in prices 
and discounts to inure to the M’fg. 
Company.” Itis uncertain whether by this 
phiaseology the plaintiff took upon himself the 
duty of negotiating for the purchase of ma- 
cbinery as the active and responsible commer- 
cial agent of the company, or whether he 
stipulated only to furnish detailed plans and 
specifications and assist by giving information 
and advice, and todo so without sharing in 
apy saving, frum prices or discounts, to which 
his cervices, information or advice might con- 
tribute. 

2, Parol evidence is admissible to explain a 
patent ambiguity, but where the words or 
phrases are not technical, a witmes; eannot, as 
an expert or otherwise, give his opinion of the 
meaning of the instrument, 

3. A party to a contract cannot, by proving 
what he said or.,wrote to a third person after 
the coniract was entered into, show either 
what it means or what he understood it to 
mean. Such evidence is not admissible, 

4. The rty who wrote the contract 
and was the author of the ambiguity has 
the burden of explaining it when he seeks 
to take the benefit of a corstruction favorable 
to himself; and if he does not clear up the 
meaning beyond doubt, the doubt must be 
given against him. 

4. Where a written contract has an apparent 
meaning at variance with its real meaning, it 
may bind the author of the ambiguity con- 
trary to its real meaning, if this meaning was 
so obscurely expressed that the other party was 
likely to be misled and was misled, and if the 
circumstances entitled him to timely notice of 
his mistake, and notice was not given.

Blandford, J.—1. Where the sheriff and his 
wife were the usees in a judgment, he could 
not levy the execution founded thereon, sell 
the property levied on and make a valid sher- 
iff’s deed tothe purchaser. Where, in a sub- 
sequent claim case, euch a sherift’s deed was 
relied on, and together with the execution, 
was offered in evidence as conveying a valid 
title, they were not admissible and should 
have been rejected on objection. 

2. Where asuit was brought by oneasa 
trustee against arother person and himself in- 
dividually, as security, upon a note given to 
hmselfas trustee, and after judgment was 
rendered and execution issued he paid 
it off, it was thereby extinguished and became 
foi ctus officio; and a sale under it by the sher- 
iffeenveyed no title; especially where the 
eheriff, whe made the gale, was 
the beneficiary in the execution. It 
therefore, error to refase to charge, without

Our esteemed contempo- 
rary doesn’t even try to ignore it, but makes 
its announcement in head lines of terific im- 
port. ‘‘Here it Comes!’’ ‘‘The Boomis on 
Us!’’ and more to the same effect. 

Thos it will be seen that the Money 
Devil has invaded Kentucky in full force 
and taken possession of communities that 
have hitherto owed allegiance to the whisky 
ring alone. This is very hopeful indeed. If 
coal and iron have been discovered in Ken- 
tucky in paying quantities the good people 
of that state will be in favor of protecting 
something else beside hemp.

The Tory Crisis. 

The imprisonment of Father Keller by the 
tory government in Ireland has been quickly 
followed by the arrest and imprisonment of 
lather Ryan, for substantially the same of-

Our dispatches this morning graphically 
describe the triumphal tour of the captive 
priest from the court house to the jail. It 
was the progress of a hero rather than the 
march of a prisoner. Proudly erect, sus- 
tained by the consciousness of innocence, 
nerved by the sense of duty, the brave priest 
went to his prison cell with a smile on his 
face. The shouts of applauding thousands 
greeted him. A lord mayor and an arch 
bishop joined in the ovation. 

Now, the tory administration cannot suc- 
cessfully fight such a spirit, and cannot hope 
to overcome such a people. Father Ryan, 


like Father Keller, goes to jail because he re- } 


fuses to answer the questions of the court 
touching the trusteeship of certain rent fands 
under what is known as the plan of cam- 
paign. His knowledge came to him confi- 
dentially in his priestly capacity, and he 
would rot in jail before he would divulge 
the secret. 

The very fact that the tories have resorted 
to such extreme methods shows their hope- 
less desperation. They have now reached the 
turning point in the Irish campaign, A 
crisis is upon them, and it cannot be long be- 
fore the present administration will be 
swept away by astorm of popular indigna- 
tion. 

This persecution of the priests must array 
against toryism one of the mightiest forces 
ofthe age. It makes an enemy of every 
Catholic upon the face of the earth. It ex- 
cites the wrath of all good men who respect 
religion. It angers men everywhere who na- 
turally sympathize with an oppressed peo- 
ple. 

This madness of the tory leaders will he a 


blessing to Ireland. The ultimate success of 


the home rule cause is now assured. 


Revenue Laws and Jails. 

The present internal revenue system is bad 
enough to be infamous, but the laws under 
which it operates are the laws of the land 
and they must be enforced. 

The southern people are practically a 
unit in their desire to abolish a system which 
is obnoxious to.all our institutions, but the 
southern democratic leaders were of a dif- 
ferent opinion. Some of them were inno- 
cently controlled by the agents of the whisky 
ring, while others have been disposed to re- 
gard the whole matter as something beyond 
and above them. Just what effect this fail- 
ure to repeal or even modify a bad law will 
have onthe democratic party, we do not 
know. There is still time for the democrats 
in congress to put themselves at one with 
the people, so far as this iniquitous internal 
revenue system is concerned.

innocent people must continue to suffer, and |

Min other words, the law as it stands must 
be enforced. It is perhaps better for all con- 
cerned that it should be enforced as rigoursly 
as possible, and this Judge Newman has de- 
cided todo. Where the guilt of a prisoner 
is established, Judge Newman seems to 
think that a longer term of imprisonment 
will carry out the purposes of the law. 
There is one consideration here that the 
court should not lose sight of, and that is 
the condition of the jails to which the pri- 
soners aresentenced. It is to be feared that 
sanitation bas been ignored in the construe- 
tion of these buildings, and that it is lost 
sight of in their cure. Even where sanitary 
conditions bavée been regarded, the jails 
should not be overcrowded.

and if they escape the shot-guils and pistols 
of the desperate deputy marshals who hunt 
them down, they should not be penned in 
unhealthy jails. For along time the Ful- 
ton county jail has been nothing more than 
a death-trap when crowded with prisoners. 
Its condition is probably better now, buat it 
is to be hoped that this whole matter will be 
tuken into serious consideration by those 
who are charged with the execution of the 
law. 


Tough Citizens. 

We have not the mortality statistics of 
San Antonio at hand, but it is our impres- 
sion that the citizens of that lively town are 
proof against most of the ills that flesh is 
heir to. 

Take two cases. Over a year ago one 
Farnest Chilling shot himself in the head 
wit) a thirty-eght calibre pistol. The bul- 
let entered the brain from the left side of the 
forehead, and it was ‘not considered safe to 
extract it. After staying ia bed nine days 
Chilling recovered, and has since been at- 
tending to business in a vigorous state of 
health, still carrying the lead in his brain. 
A few weeks ago the matter was recalled to 
the minds of the San Antonio people by an 
accident to Chilling’s son. A ball from a 
twenty-two calibre gun was accidentally 
fired into the young man’s brain, entering 
from the right side jof the forehead. As in 
the father’s case, the physicians were afraid 
to probe for the ball. The sufferer was in- 
convenienced a few days, but is now cireu- 
lating around, feeling no ill effects from his 
wound, . 

Such cases puzzle the surgeons and every- 
body else. It is Sevidently, a waste of pow- 
der and shot to shoot aSan Antonio man in 
the head. The only way to effectually 
smash him is to kick him on the shin, 


Buckshot for the Burglars. 

The comparative ease with which General 
Sheiman ‘‘marched through Georgia’’ has, 
we regret to see, dazzled and misled some 
talented compatriots of that doughty war- 
110r, 

The ‘‘professional burglars’’ of the north 
lately organized a raid on Georgia. They 
ignored the large cities of the state, feeling 
perhaps that the metropolitan defenses were 
of modern and elaborate pattern.

Almost every county has 
its ‘“‘professional burglar’’ on the hump for 
the boundary line of this indignant common- 
wealth. Possum dogs, rabbit dogs, mules, 
negroes and boys join in the pursuit of the 
wretched fugitives who shed watches and 
silverware at every jump, and seek now the 
seclusion of a burrow and now the protection 
ofatree. The trucks of freight trains af- 
forded a popular retreat for the dandy rai- 
cals until the farmers got to infilading the 
lower half of every car that was halted at a 
station or wood tank,

A New Telephone. 
Paris Correspondence London Times. 

I was invited to-be present today at some 
telephone experiments between Paris and Brussels 
with a new apparatus known as the ‘micro tele- 
phone push-butten.’’ These experiments, which 
were mace on behalf of the two telegraphic ad- 
ministrative depariments of France and Belgium, 
produced a very lively impression on those present, 
and I believe the new apparatus to be the most 
perfect yet produced. 

As its name indicates, it has the form of an ordi- 
nary electric push-button. When the button has 
been pushed in, and has made a sound at the other 
extremity. it is taken out, and is found to be at 
tached toa long eleviric wire. There is thus ex- 
posed the telephonic plate, which is extremely 
sensitive, so that where it is necessary to speak at 
short distances it is not necessary to come close to 
the instrument, For communications in the same 
street, or the same house, the operator places the 
upper part near himself, and without changing his 
position he can speak with the correspondent at 
the opposite extremity. Heis not obliged to put 
his car to the part which contains the button and 
brings back the reply. Thus for short distances 
thore who maké use of this apparatus speak in 
their ordinary tone. without changing their custom- 
Sry aititudes. They may sitor walk about, and 
speak just as if those they were addressing were 
present. When creat distances intervene, as in 
the experiment performed today, in which the 
speakers and hearers were separated by 200 
miles, is necessary to come nearer to the 
apparatus, but without being obliged “to speak 
quite clore to it. 

But what makes this apparatus the most success 
ful of telephonic instruments is, that it can be 
made for half a crown, that is to say, for not more 
than the price of the ordinary push button. Nog 
as it can be fitted tothe electric wire of the ordina- 
ry ringing apparatus, it follows that it introduces 
acompiete change in our ordinary mode of inter- 
course, At front doors, in thé interior rooms of 
houses, everywhere, in short, where the ordinary 
electric buttons are used, the telephonic button 
may be introduced. It will by this means 
be possibie to give or receive instruc- 
tions, to know who is knocking atthe boor, tocom- 
municate in short, by tpeaking as wellas by ring- 
ipg. On the advantage of this in every day lifeit 
is unnecessary to dwell, The railway companies 
are making experiments with this apparatus as a 
means of communication between compartments 
of carriages. It is being fitted up on trial in hotels, 
I have seen it at work at the door of a private 
house, where I was replied to by those within with- 
out their having stirred from their piaces, and 
without the door being opened. Between Paris 
and Brussels, this instrument, costing half a crown, 
worked with admirable precision, and it was not 
altogether without an cerie feeling that I listened 
to a voice with a slight Belgian accent coming to 
me from a distance of more than 200 miles, 

Theinventor is Dr. Cornelius Herz, one day 
nominated grand officer of the Legion of Honor, 
next day described as an emissary of Germany, 
and lastly as the friend, adviser and confidant of 
General Boulanger. Heis in reality an electri- 
cian whose inventive talent has been stimulated 
by his residence in America, where there is ‘a 
boundless demand for improvements in electrical 
apparatusand in all mechanical contrivances, 
The French minister of posts and telegraphs, un- 
der whose auspices the experiments were carried 
out today, has approved the report made to him, 
and proposes to give orders for the introduction of 
the new apparatus into all the public administra- 
tive departmenis as soon as it comes into use, for 
as yet it has only been an experiment.

Peas, Potatoes, Beans and Cabbage Ruined 
by the Cold Weather, 

AvGusTa, Ga. March 29.—{Special.]—-Last 
night’s cold wave proved most disastrous to 
the early fruit and vegetable crop in this vicin- 
ity. The thermometer fell 27 degrees during 
the night and the morning. Everything was 
frozen up. Many of the early peach and 
cherry trees, together with strawberry plants, 
etc., had young fruit on them which, of course, 
was killed. Hundreds of acres of early 
peaches, plums, cherries and apples 
were __—ikilled outright. The heaviest 
loss to the growers will be in the peach crop. 
The entire early peach crop of Mr. Nelson, one 
of our largest growers, was killed, and Mr. 
Berckman’s early crop was also ruined. All 
the snap beans, cucumbers, squashes, Irish 
potatoes and tomatoes on the truck farms were 
killed, and the crop of cabbages, turnips and 
English peas, etc., will be about three woeks 
behind. The fruit and vegetable growers say 
their crops are absolutely ruined. Tonight is 
caim but cold, and itis expected that all the 
frnit which survived last night’s cold will suc- 
cumb to that of tonights 


The Frost Line Includes Savannah," 
SAVANNAH, Ga., March 20.—[Special.]—This 
section of the country has been affected some- 
what seriously by the visitation of heavy frosts 
Which have, unfortunately for the vegetable 
Producers come at asecason when they were 
least expected and provided for. The frost of 
atout two weeks ago was attended by no 
Serious damage, and no apprehensions 
Were entertained of injuries from another 
Visit as the crops were getting along nicely 
and were supposed to be maturing fast enough 
be out of harm’s way. But there camea 
frost, & killing one, a few days ago and left its 
blighting effects visible on every side, The 
Vegetable growers were up to its visit, quite 
hopeful and expectant of raising plentiful and 
remunerative crops, Today many of them feel 
Somewhat discouraged, as the outlook, which 
a few days ago was so fa vorable, is now very 
doubiful, Up to two weeks ago beans, peas 
and potatoes showed up remarkably well, 
They were ahead of the season generally, and 
the acreage planted was considerably larger. 
The frost, however, has put these vegetables 
back some time, and will seriously hinder their 
production on the market. The prices govern- 
ing beans, peas, tomatoes and cucumbers are 
very high in New York and Philadel-

phia at present, 
effects of the frost had not put back these 
vegetables in Savannah and Florida, the trask , 
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faimers would beable to take advantage o 
them. It will be almost too late, however, 
when the extreme southern vegetables have 
matured sufficiently to ship them northward 
and compete with the productions of other sec- 
tions. 

The strawberry crop has been seriously dam- 

aged, and shipments are delayed. In Phila- 
delphia the berries command prices ranging 
from forty to sixty cents, and in New York 
from thirty-five to forty cents a crate. 
The crop, which promised to be large, has !cen 
given aset back from which it will not re- 
cover. Thecold and raw winds have chilled 
the fruit, and the prospects, which three weeks 
ago were fine; are now very poor for eve an 
average crop. There are none in Savannah of 
apy consequence, The receipts have bern un- 
usually light for the past week and there is not 
by ary manner of means enough to supply the 
demand. 

The tomatoes, cucumbers, asparagus, b>+ns, 
peas, potatoes and cabbages on the truck farms 
about Savannah are not badiy damaged, bat 
the frost has put them back to a considerable 
extent. Some of the vegetables have not at- 
tained sufticient growth to warrant an inspec- 
tion of damages done, but of very many killed. 
Plums and peach trees are somewhat injured 
about Savannah, but not sufficient to cause ap- 
prehension. The Savannah growers look hope- 
fully forward yet.

Pear Safe—The Onutiook in 
Florida. 

THOMASVILLE, Ga, March 20 
The mercury has not been below forty-five 
here since the first day of February. The 
blizzard mentioned in THE CONSTITUTION to- 
day bas not been felt here: There was a slight 
frost here this morning. 

THE CONSTITTTION ccerrespondent today 
telked with Captain I. L. Varnadoe and Mr. T.

COLUMBIA, S. C., March 29.—[Special.]— 
Colonel A. P. Batler, commissioner of 
agriculture of this state, says he has 
yet no reports of the efitects 
of yesterday's and today’s cold on the fruit 
crop. His impression is that it will do injury 
wt ere fiuit was before unhurt, or only par- 
tially killed. * He feels some apprehension 
touching the crop on the truck farms near 
Charleston. A représentative of his bureau 
will visit those farms tomorrow and report the 
result. 

Reports received »y the bureau up to yester- 
day are very discouraging as to fruit in this 
state. In the Piedmont section peaches are 
surely killed, but there is a chance for apples, 
pears and berries. Severe cold is today re- 
ported from that section, and serious results 
are apprehended. In the middle section 
peaches are already reported as badly hurt, but 
the prospect for other fruits is fair. These 
conditions, however, may have been altered by 
the cold of yesterday and today. The frait 
crop in the lower section is not an important 
one.

ALABAMA FEELS SAFE. 


Because {the Frost Failed to do Much Dain- 
age. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., March 29.—[Special]|— 
So far as can be ascertained, this immediate 
section has been peculiarly fortunate, and has 
suffered no serious damage by the severe cold 
snap. The weather for some weeks past has 
been very dry, and to this cause the farmers 
attribute their escape from loss. While the 
temperature was at freezing point, in conse- 
quence of the weather having been so windy 
and dry, vegetables and fruits were not 
damaged to any extent. The 
farmers in the city today 
state that they will brobably have to replant 
corn that was planted on 7th of March, and 
which had not reached a healthy state. Corn 
planted earlier and which was above ground 
was notinjured. The peach and apple crop is 
not hurtin the least, the first crop is injured, 
but the second crop will be all right. Green 
peas, strawberries and raddishes were brought 
in today from farms around thecity. The 
frost this morning, owing to the dryness of the 
ground, was scarcely perceptible, yet thin ice 
was formed on pools and in pails of water ex- 
posed. The long dry season has saved the 
fruit crop and early vegetables. Experienced 
farmers say, had the gronnd been moist, and 
the cold been preceded by heavy rains the loss 
would have been very general and heavy.

L. M. Weems, proprietor of the Cannon 
house, was arraigned in police court yesterday 
morning, charged with (ailing te make proper 
connection with the water works. A similar 
case was made against another party. 

Both defendants were represented by Mr. 
Albert, and to the charge pleas, of not 
guilty were entered. The cases were both 
made by Sanitary Inspector Veal, who stated 
that both defendants were using closets which 
had no connection with the water works and 
could not be flushed, The defendants, when 
placd onthe stand, asserted that they once 
bad connection with tie water works but that 
their water bills were so large that they were 
unable to pay them promptly, and the water 
commissioners cut off 
ply because the bills 
paid. After the 
cut cif Sanitary Inspector Veal visited the 
premisesand booked a case against the de- 
fendants, 

The attorney in arguing the case asserted 
that the cases against his clients were simply 
a tempts to collect money and to compel them 
to patronize the waterworks. 

“Why,” said be, “if I have a closet and have 
a water connection and don’t pay my bill 
promptly, the commissioner cuts off the 
water supply. Then what? A sanitary in- 
spector comes along and makesa case against 
me. Jam arraigned in police court, foutid 
guilty and fined. If I can’t pay the fine I 
must go to the rock pile. Now isn’t that im- 
—— aman fordebt? The truth of the 

usiness is these people have been charged with 
more water than they use. A leak in the pipes 
or something causes the bills to be too large. 
Now I ask your honor to dismiss these cases.” 

Judge Anderson declined to dismiss the cases, 
but agreed to suspend justice until the de- 
fendants could comply with the law by making 
the proper connection.

In the district court the jury acquitted 
’Equire Joseph Elrod, of Dawson, of distilling 
and working. 

Caleb B. Cook, of Forsyth, charged with dis- 
tiling and working, was found guilty on th; 
recond count, and!s asfkentenced to two months’ 
imprisonment. 

The cases against Benjamin Jackson, Union, 
charged with working and furnishing raw ma- 
terial,and James A. Land, Union, distilling 
and working, were nollied.

MR. THOMAS NAST INTERVIEWED 
BY A REPORTER. 


The Femous Cericatyrist Speaks Out Unequivocally 
Por President Oleveland- He Regards Him as 
By Lorg Odde the Strongest Man in the 
Party-—Mugwumps Support Him. 


- Mr. Thomas Nast and his wife left Atianta 
yesterday afternoon for Jacksonville, Florida, 
where they will remain several weeks. Before 
boarding the train the world renowned carica- 
turist was seen by a reporter of THz CownsrTI- 
TUTION, and he talked pleasantly for half an 
hour. Heseemed charmed with Atlanta, and

Said he: “It sirikes me that the whole south 
is looking up; that this highly favored section 
is now epjoying such » measure of substantial 
prosperity as was never known befors. I have 
not had many opportunities for examining the 
south, for I have hurried through from Wash- 
ington: but whatI have seen convinces me that 
it is indeed a new south. By-the-by, do you 
know that it was I who first called it the ‘new 
eouth” Well, such is the case. I represented 
the ‘new south’ as a beautifal young maiden, 
and the idea took immensely.” 

‘Are you visiting the south seeking new 
material for your artistic work, Mr. Nast?” 

“Ob, no: ] am not doing any work now. I 
aud wy wife are visiting the south purely for 
health. We expect to visit Florida, and to re- 
turn porth by water.” 

“I presume,” intimated the reporter, ‘‘that 
vou are reserving your powers for the next 
presidential canvass ?”
